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OE Rue jeſties Palace of Hampton-Court, by Hunting, Hawking, 
Setting, Courſing, Shooting, Tunnelling, Gins, or any way whatſoever, nor to 
diſturb the Game there under pretence of Shooting at Birds ; nor to keep 
or uſe any Greyhounds, Lurchers, Setting Dogs or Guns ; but ſuch. Perſons - 
only as ſhall be thereunto qualified by the Laws made for the Preſervation of 
| the Game; and that none fo qualified, ſuffer their Servants, or any under 
| the Notion of ſuch, to Shoot, Set or Courſe, or by any ways whatſoever to 
Deſtroy and Kill any of the forenamed Game, as they will Anſwer the Con- 
trary at their Peril. And to the end that none may Plead Ignorance of His 
Majeſties Pleaſure in this Matter, His Majeſty doth further Command, That 
this Order be with all ſpeed Read and Publiſhed in the ſeveral Pariſh Churches 
within Ten Miles of His Palace of Hampton-Court, at ſuch time and times, as 
the reſpective Pariſhioners meet there for Divine Worſhip, upon Sundays or 
Holidays ; which the Rector, Vicar or Curate of each Pariſh, is to ſee duly 
performed accordingly.
